They claimed that _£I@!UHSASTRQ believed that the 
Catholic Church in cubag es not backing his 
government, and that apparently his plan was 
to encourage other religions to enter Cuba and 
attempt to gain a foothold among the people. 


The above source added that he never did 
know the identity of the mentioned wealthy sugar 
merchant, and that he no longer recalls the names 
of the mentioned missionaries.

consulate for their perusal. While we feel that the response 
will be favorable we cannot know definitely until Monday.

On November 20, 1959, a confidential informant 
advised he had lived in Cuba all of his life until very 
recently, when he moved to the United States with his 
family to escape the oppression of the regime of Cuban 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro. He said he had been associated 
with the Cuban Army for a great number of years prior to 
resigning in 1959; and although he is loyal to Cuba, he is 
extremely anti-Castro. 


On May 12, 1960, informant advised that he had 
recently received information from an old and trusted friend 
in Cuba, who holds a high position in the Cuban Revolutionary 
Army and who has previously voiced to the informant his 
disillusionment with the Castro Government. This person, 
who will be referred to hereafter as the source, has also 
indicated to the informant in the past that he feels there 
is nothing he can do about the situation in Cuba at this 
time except to bide his time and await an opportunity. 

There is set forth below information which the informant 
stated he obtained from the source recently via a Cuban 
who traveled to the United States: 

The Cuban Government is now completely communist. 
Although the source does not know the exact plan of the 
government, he is convinced there is a definite policy to 
create problems for the United States throughout Latin America. 
This is to be accomplished by the introduction of a "Fifth 
Column" in Latin American countries and in the United States. 

The source said he can say for certain that such agents 
already have contacts throughout Latin America and the Cuban 
Government feels the program is progressing satisfactorily 
in the United States. The source said Castro feels something 
is going to happen in the near future but the source did not know 
what it is Castro expects. He stated it is said in Cuban 
Government administrative meetings that within three or 
four months it is expected that the Cuban people will be 
totally turned against the United States. He said people

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are being told in Cuba that their situation will greatly 
improve when the experts who are being trained in China 
and Russia return to Cuba and are assigned to posts of 
responsibility and supervision. 

The source said large quantities of arms are 
received in Cuba every day, some openly and some through 
devious means. He said there is talk to the effect that 
plans are being studied to modify the aircraft received 
in order that it will be the same as the aircraft Cuba 
was previously furnished by the United States. The source 
said he realizes this appears to be difficult to accomplish 
and he did not know the exact purpose for it but could only 
say that that is what is being said. He said these planes 
are for use both in Cuba and in other Latin American 
countries sympathetic to the Cuban cause. 

The source said he knows for a fact that 
Czechoslovakian arras are being manufactured in a manner 
which would make them appear to be identical with arms 
manufactured by and in the Dominican Republic. He said these 
arms will be sent to various countries for use at the 
appropriate time and for the appropriate purpose; and, by 
tiaing them, the Cubans will be able to claim that what 
happens was sponsored by and the fault of the Dominican Republi 

The source also advised that motorized equipment 
of the Cuban Army, including aircraft and tanks, is given 
the same number six times, once for each of the six provinces, 
for the purpose of hiding the quantity of such equipment 
available. He said, for example, a particular type of 
vehicle bearing the number, 20, indicates there are 120 
such vehicles, 20 in each of the six provinces. 

The source stated that while he knows it is difficult 
to believe, it is said that nuciaar arms are available to 
the Cuban Government. He said he had heard nothing of the 
nature of this equipment and feels it is too dangerous to 
make inquiries in that regard. 
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The source also advised that the Havana, Cuba, 
newspaper, "Diario de la Marina," which has been openly 
critical of Castro, would be taken over within a very few 
days by the Cuban Government.

A confidential informant advised that since he was 
a former official of the Government of Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro, he believes he can speak with some authority concerning 
the economic and political situation in Cuba today. 

The informant advised that he believes that Cuba is 
now in such a critical position because of economic and 
political strife that Castro and his most loyal followers 
must seize upon every opportunity large or small to turn 
the international spotlight away from the internal conflict 
taking place in Cuba. According to the informant, Castro cannot 
now afford to let the Cuban people reflect upon their own plight 
because it would mean general unrest and dissatisfaction with 
the leaders of the revolution and eventually lead to open 
resistance by the people. 

The informant also opined that Castro intends to 
eliminate, by any means available to him, the independent 
and the anti-Castro newspapers published in his country. 

The informant said the reason for this is typically communist, 
that is, to be able to control and feed propaganda to the 
Cuban people and thereby retain a harness on the majority. 

In support of this, the informant cited the seizure 
on May 11, 1960, of the Cuban newspaper "Diario de la Marina", 
Cuba's oldest newspaper and the loudest critic of Castro and 
his regime. The informant stated this latest event leaves 
only one outspoken anti-Castro publication in Cuba, "La Prensa 
Libre", and two independent papers not considered pro-government, 
"Informacion" and "El Crisol. " The informant stated that he 
believes Castro is quite capable of seizing these remaining 
newspapers too. 

Concerning Castro's strategy to turn the spotlight 
of Cuba's internal strife away from the growing dissatisfied 
mass of Cuban people, the informant mentioned the following 
prime examples:

The French ship "La Coubre", which was laden 
with arms and ammunition for the Cuban Government 
and which blew up in the Havana harbor on 
March 4, 1960. 

The recent testimony by Cuban exiles before the 
United States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee 
held during the week of May 2, 1960. 

The recent incident involving Cuban Naval craft 
firing upon a United States submarine, which 
occured some time between May 6 and 11, 1960. 

These incidents, according to the informant, were 
immediately capitalized upon by Castro to shift the picture 
of dissatisfaction away from the Cuban people and directly 
or indirectly blame the United States for aggressive tactics 
against Cuba. The informant stated that Castro must have 
these incidents from time to time to preserve his own position 
as head of the Cuban Revolutionary Government.

On November 20, 1959, a confidential Informant 
advised he had lived in Cuba all of his life until very 
recently, when he moved to the United States with his 
family to escape the oppression of the regime of Cuban 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro, He said he had been associated 
with the Cuban Army for a great number of years prior to 
resigning in 1959; and although he is loyal to Cuba, he is 
extremely anti-Castro. 

On May 24, 1960, informant advised that he had 
recently received information from an old and trusted friend 
in Cuba, who holds a high position in the Cuban Revolutionary 
Army and who has previously voiced to the informant his 
disillusionment with the Castro Government, This person, 
wfes will be referred to hereafter as the source, has also 
indicated to the informant in the past that he feels there 
is nothing he can do about the situation in Cuba at this 
time except to bide his time and await an opportunity. 

There is set forth below information which the informant 
stated he obtained from the source recently via a Cuban 
who traveled to the United States:

With respect to the allegation that two unknown men 
were able to secure visas in Havana to enter the United States 
on the basis of false passports, inquiry of the officials of 
the United States Embassy, Havana, has failed to identify these 
individuals. Source of the original allegation, as set forth 
in Washington Field Office letterhead memorandum of April 20, 
1960, remarked that "RAUL CASTRO .... arranged for two 
passports bearing false names and photographs to be sent by 
the Cuban Ministry of Foreign Relations to the American Embassy 
with a request for tourist visas. The passports having been 
visaed, the photographs of the two persons were placed in the 
passports in the office of Raul Castro. . . . . " 


The fact that the Cuban Ministry of Foreign Relations 
has, in the past, issued passports with false identifying infor- 
mation is well known; however, no passports are visaed by the 
U. S. Embassy in Havana which do not have photographs in them, 
which photographs, of course, have to be identical with the 
persons presenting such passports. Also, no one in the Visa 
Section recalls a case wherein the Cuban Ministry of Foreign 
Relations would request "tourist visas" for persons with 
passports.
